it is altogether as unsatisfactory apiece 
of work as could wet! pass mueter as a 
geography. Tho elementary grammar 
is little, if any, better; and so one 
might go through half of the list. 


If the reader will take the trouble to 


look through one or two of these books 
from which our children are supposed 
to derive their knowledge, he will arrive 
at tbe conclusion that he himself could 
Dot secure satisfactory information from 
them. If thia be the case, what, do you 
imagine, is a child's prospect oi success- 
fully learning from them? The wonder 
is tbat the teachers o! tho state have not 
long ago united in protest against the 
most useless of theee books.

FRESNO CITRUS FAIR. 


It Attracts Favorable Attention in 


the Metropolis. 


From the San Francisco Chronicle. 


Fresno county has thoroughly demon- 


strated tbe propoaition that it not only 
can but does produce something besides 
ratain B, sweet wine and cereals. A cit- 
rua fair haa been in progress in the city 
of Freano very recently, and the only 
adverse comment upon tbe exposition 
that baa coine to our notice ia that 
the ball in which the fair waa held waa 
too email, and that is & defect which 
can easily be remedied at another 
time. 


This ie tho first citrus fair that had 


been held in the San Joaquin valley, 
with the exception of a single and credi- 
table exhibit of such frmts at Porter- 
ville, and it was not until some 300 tona 
of oranges had left Fresno for the east 
that it waa decided to hold a citrua fair. 
When the exposition was opened, even 
on short'notice and without elaborate 
preparation, the exhibitors themeelves 
were greatly surprised. They found 
that there were offered to tho fair lem- 
ons equal to any produced in the United 
States, and oraiiRee from Fresno, Heed- 
ley, Centerville, Sanger and other places, 
and they were ro,ally only the lelt-over 
portion of the crop. This year will show 
more completely than last what Freano 
can do in producing citrua fruits for 
market. 
This is a Rood year for oranges and 


lemona. More than 1000 carloads of or- 
anges have been shipped east from 
Southern California up to date, and it ia 
estimated that fifty carloads are beins 
chipped daily. It ia estimated by con- 
servative orange handlers that the crop 
of Southern California wi!i amount to 
between 8000 and 10,000 carloads, which 
eeeme incredible to any one who does 
not know the capabilities of the south- 
ern citrus belt, and the number of or- 
arpe orchards that are juat coming into 
full heanng. 


The morn t3io better, if the grower can 


get a fair pritie for his crop. One county 
or another, it ia all California, nnil the 
moro uruuiica and lemons-wo can ship 
eaet tho moro money our orclmrdiats 
will miiico, nnd tho more the sum will 
bo advertised, which, though an obvious 
truiem, seems sometimes to bu forgotten.

It waa a proud moment for Alex 


GoKlateiu, presulent of the C'hamber ol 
Couiiiierce, find Fulton (.i. Berry, presi- 
dent of tbe Citrus Fair committee, wben 
they stood on the platform ut Armory 
hall at 9 o'clock last night aud glanced 
at the magnificent exhibits that had 
been artistically eet up and arranged 
within two Ehort days. True there were 
three or four stands left vacant, it being 
felt that to leave Hlem half filled would 
produce a far worse effect than not to 
make any show at all. Tbe quality ex- 
hibits on the right and left side of ttie 
entrance were thus left over, but will be 
Bet out this morning in plenty of time 
for inBj>eetion by the judges. 


Early in the afternoon there eeeuied 


BO much left to be done that there was 
Borne talk of postponing tho opening till 
today. 
Hut there were men on the 


committee who would not hear of tlie 
proposition, and eoon they were eeeu 
hurrying up tho laggards and finding 


•helpers for tho.se who had moat to do. 
The ISarton estate display was hardly 
even commenced at 2 p.m., yet by 6 it 
waa complete. It was tho aame with 
tho Maltermoro exhibit. Judge llart'a 
display waa all arranged in two hourd, 
aud A". H. Blaeingame, who liad quite a 
lart;o stand, got through all hia work in 
four i.ourg, 


The floor waa a picturesque litter of 


ivy, kindling wood, crushed oranges and 
mangled decorative plants at 6 p.m., 
hut an hour later every inch oi the floor 
had been swept clean and a liberal 
sprinkling of sawdust assured silence in 
the promenades, so that the orchestra! 
music might be heard to advantage. 
The orcheatia consisted of six pieces 
under the direction of Nick Juaty, with 
M. M. Myer at the piano. 


The gallery was filled early in the 


evening, and those occupying it had the 
advantage of seeing the "general effect, 
which waa lost below. It was nearly 9 
o'clock before the promenade space in 
the aisles was fully occupied. After the 
hour named it was a clear case of 
"standing room" only, and not too 
ranch of that. J. W. Fergusou, atill 
bearing signs of bis lung illness, wag ac- 
commodated with a seat near tho plat- 
form, a worthy compliment to one of 
the pioneers of citrua culture in thia 
county. 


Commencing with tho wall exhibits, 


and proceeding northward from the en- 
trance <ioor, the lirat display was that of 
the products of tbe Maltermoro vine- 
3'ard. Mr. Mailer's well-known artistic 
tasto Is shared by bia asPlHtant, W. Gea- 
ner Aden, who had charge of tbe work, 
aided by Mr. Markhitm, the clerk in 
charge of the town office. Tne words 
"St. George's Vinpyard" were'marked 
out in oranges on the arch of the door- 
way. Witiiiu was a fine assurtmenL of 
wines, tastefully arranced.' 


The 'nest exhibit on tbe north wall 


waa that of T. J. Hammond, and neit 
to this waa the display of 0. B. McDou- 
gal. Mr. Hammond exhibited packed 
orangea oiily, the wrappers beinc ar- 
ranged to represent the national colors, 
red, white and blue. In Mr. McDou- 
gal'a exhibit the name of the owner waa 
worked out in green letters on & field of 
oranges. Next the doorway leading to 
tbe armory a neat exhibit wan made by 
W. H. McKenzie and Frank H. Short. 
In the northeast angle tho Barton estate 
exhibitwaa represented by a tall cone of 
wine bottles, the filling and connecting 
festoons being of red drapery. This ex- 
hibit was arranged by Mrs. Knox Hill, 
assisted by Mrs. Sam Japknon and J. H. 
Wilkinson. 


Mrs. A. H. Powers of Ceutervillt) had 


the tirst exhibit on the oast wall, pro- 
ceeding from the Barton exhibit toward 
the platform. The Powers display waa 
not only noteworthy from the profusion 
of oraogOB, but the products derived from 
them, candied-peel, orange marmalade, 
jollies, etc;, all made by Mrs. Powers- 
Between this exhibit and the orchestra 
the space wua occupied by a giant 
sequoia in pot, and decorative pot 
plants; on the other aide of the plat- 
form was n corresponding array of pot 
plants, with a Canary palm at the 
outer angle. 


The next exhibit was that of A. U. 


Blassingame, the conspicuous element 
of which was ft caged eagle captured 
about a year ago in the foothills near 
tbe Kiugs river. The bird of freedom 
had a somewhat lugubrious aspect, as if 
meditating on the Cleveland adminis- 
tration and the $200,000,000 bond issue. 


In the southeast corner Dr. (J. A. 


Hare had one of tbe prettiest displays 
in the half. "Oitrnneaia" was the de- 
Bign worked out in email oranges on R 
blue background, giving a line illustra- 
tion of tho complimentary colors, orange 
and blue. A globe of oranges surmount- 
ing a pyramid was the main feature of 
the general exhibit which waa very 
skilfully arranged. • 


Proceeding alone the west wall the 


display of T. K. Fo"ster commanded at- 
tention from its neatness, and then 
came the big exhibit of the Fancher 
Creek nnrsery. G. 0. Koeding ia nn 
adept at decorative work, and the re- 
sult showed that be had attained his 
ideal. It la one of the crowning glories 
of the fair. 


The next table was assigned at the 


laat moment, by transfer, to Mrs. J. W. 
Ferguson, who made the heat use of the 
abort tim'e at her disposal and aucceeded 
admirably. She was assisted by Mias 
Rose Kennedy, Mias Frankie Martin 
and Walter Ferguson. A star in the 
center was the pointof tbedeaign.whieh 
presented many evidences of artiatic 
conception. 


In the sonthweat angle tho Eisen es- 


hibit claimed more than a passing no- 
tice. Over the rustic, doorway waa a 
huge bottle of Rhine wine, estimated to 
hold 3*4 gallons. Dftpenrfing from the 
doorway was a small ornamental keg. 
The decorations consisted of trays of 
oranges arranged vertically, with sprays 
of ripe datea and palm leaves, all from 
the Einen vineyard. 


The two quality exhibit tables on the 


west wall were unoccupied, as already 
stated, and .F. J. Dow also had R bare 
table, marked "reserved," which will 
be filled thia morning. This will make 
the exhibit complete. 


In the central space Rebefcah'e well 


is a conspicuous and beautiful object.

n IS'JO and 1891 when Marshall & Wil- 
son planted out «. large number of slips 
lear Centerville. 


"Can we compete with our southern 


neighbors in citrus culture?" asked Mr. 
•Yiwler, aud he answered his own ques- 
tion in tho aflirmative, claiming that 
the soil, the cheapness of the laud, tne 
:liuiatic conditions of the Sierra foot- 
lills and even of tne plains, together 
with the facilities for irrigation, are nil 
n favor of the proposition, the practica- 
bility of which is demonstrated in the 
present citrus fair.
